Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  for  the  year,  1966. 

There  v;as  an  increase  in  the  population  of  100  persons,  according 
to  the  Registrar-General's  estimate.  The  natural  increase  (the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths)  was  64»  The  birthrate  was  slightly  lower  than  last  year, 
but  still  above  the  National  average;  6  fewer  baties  were  born.  Twelve 
babies  were  born  illegitimate,  five  more  than  in  19^5?  making  an  "illegitimate 
rate"  of  6.4^. 


There  were  24  fewer  deaths  and  the  death  rate  is  below  the  National 
average.  Unhappily  there  vjere  9  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
is  the  highest  number  since  1954*  Seven  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
week  of  life  (five  were  within  the  first  24  hours). 

Infectious  disease  notifications  increased,  mainly  because  of  an 
outbreak  of  Measles.  Uhooping  Cough  attacked  one  village,  where  65  children  and 
one  adult  were  notified.  VJith  the  co-operation  of  the  parents,  tests  were  made 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Ipswich,  to  determine  the  particular  strain 
of  whooping  cough  germ  responsible  for  this  outbreak.  However,  no  whooping 
cough  organisms  were  isolated  for  identification. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  co-operation  in  matters  of  Public  Health.  I  wish  to 
thank  also  Mr.  Owen,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Ttr.  Wyatt,  the  Senior  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  other  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  during  the  year. 

I  would  like  in  this  Annual  Report  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  0.  Wyatt, 
the  Senior  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  whose  retirement  becomes  due 
at  the  time  of  issuing  this  report.  His  appointment  in  June,  1930  was  a 
fortunate  one  for  your  Council  and  for  successive  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

Mr.  Wyatt’s  period  in  his  a^ppointment  seems  to  have  spanned  a  time  from  another 
Pngland  and  he  has  seen  and  supervised  many  changes  in  your  District.  I  am 
pleased  to  record  that  I  have  always  received  from  Mr.  Wyatt  co-operation  of  the 
kindest  variety.

The  outbrealv  of  v/hooping  cough  began  in  the  last  week  of  September 
and  cases  were  notified  throughout  October.  Of  the  66  cases  notified, 
all  but  three  occurrsvd  in  the  village  of  V/oolpit  and  in  Woolpit  Heath. 

Some  difficulties  arose  for  teachers  at  school,  because  of  coughing 
attacks  and  vomiting  among  children,  some  incubating  the  illness  and  others 
returning  rather  early  after  the  illness. 

Cough  plates  and  post  nasal  swabs  were  talven  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Ipcvvich,  to  determine  if  any  uncommon  type  of  organism  was 
causing  the  outbreak,  but  no  whooping  germs  were  incubated  from  the  tests. 
This  did  not  indicate  that  the  disease  was  not  wh.ooping  cough,  because 
the  organism  is  duflicult  to  grov/  -  raciny  of  the  children  had  typical  attacks 
of  whooping  cough.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewers  have  been  provided  in  Beyton  and  Hessett  discharging  into 
the  works  at  Thurston,  as  does  the  sewer  from  Great  Barton  (  a  parish  in 
the  Thingoe  R.DoC.). 

The  sewers  at  Wattisfield  and  the  Norton  extension  are  also 

in  use. 


In  the  above  mentioned  and  other  villages  the  Council  and  private 
property  owners  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  provided  by 
Housing  Grants  and  are  modernising  their  houses  by  installing  bathrooms,  W.C.'s, 
and  other  amenities.  During  the  year  51  applications  were  received,  12  for 
Discretionary  and  39  for  Standard  Grants.  In  1965  the  figures  were  I6  for  the 
former  and  58  for  the  latter. 

Sewers  are  now  in  use  in  thirteen  of  the  parishes  of  the  District^ 
those  yet  to  be  provided  are  Great  A.shfield,  Drinkstone,  Hinderclay,  Hunston, 
Langham,  Stowlangtoft ,  Tostock  and  outlying  hamlets.

RIVERS  AND  STREAIIS 


There  are  several  water  courses  a.nd  streams  within  the  district 
which  had  been  heavily  polluted^  such  pollution  is  now  greatly  diminished 
and  should,  in  the  course  of  time,  entirely  disappear. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 


In  all  new  properties  and  the  majority  of  properties  in  villages 
where  there  is  a  sewer,  W.C.’s  are  in  use,  resulting  in  a  much  smaller 
number  of  pail  closets. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  still  operated  on  a 
fortnightly  kerbside  collection,  A  weekly  removal  system  is  long  overdue 
and  it  is  hoped  will  be  put  into  operation  when  the  financial  position 
improves. 


The  free  dustbin  service  (one  to  each  house)  has  been  successfully 
operated  for  several  years. 

As  an  experiment,  paper  sa.cks  are  in  use  at  the  fifty  oil  burning 
centrally  heated  bungalows  erected  by  the  Council  for  elderly  persons.  These 
have  proved  very  successful  except  in  the  case  of  the  tv/elve  bungalows  at 
Woolpit  where  vjall  mounting  brackets  were  used.  Here  the  sacks  were  torn 
to  shreds  by  stra-y  dogs  and  to  remedy  this  the  wall  brackets  holders  had  to 
be  replaced  by  wire  basket  holders. 

Such  a  scheme  could,  with  advantage,  be  extended  throughout  the 

area. 


Refuse  tips  at  Elmsvjell,  Hinderclay  and  Woolpit  are  bulldozed  as 
frequently  as  possible  and  weekly  visits  paid  by  the  rodent  operator  who  takes 
the  necessary  steps  to  eradicate  flies,  wasps,  rats  etc., 

Waste  paper,  weighing  3ions,  lOcwt,  2qts,  was  salva<^ed  during 
1966  and  the  proceeds,  amounting  to  £14*  2s,  Od,  used  to  help  to  defray  the 
cost  of  refuse  collection.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  continues  to  engage  the  services  of  a  part-time 
rodent  operator.  In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats,  mice  and 
wasps  he  was  called  upon  to  investigate  and  take  remedial  steps  in 
respect  of  an  invasion  of  bees,  which  had  entered  a  small  hole  in  the 
wall  of  a  block  of  Tudor  cottages  and  lodged  themselves,  to  the 
consternation  of  the  tenants,  in  the  cavity  between  the  inner  and  outer 
walls.  Many  efforts  were  made  to  dislodge  the  bees  -  they  vjere 
eventually  destroyed  with  the  aid  of  Zaldicide.
